RIOTS AT RACINE 


Non-Union Man Shoots a Striker and 


Narrowly Averts Being Mobbed 


by a Crowd. 


Racine. WIs.. April l£—Bloodnhed 


and rioting were the result of labor 
troubles at the J. I. Case plow works, 
and the Jail Is surrounded by a body 
of special deputies, fillip armed and 
prepared, lest the union men attempt 
to lynch Howard Frlsto. Frlsto, In an

union molder, shot him, and It Is 
thought the wounded man will die.

them. Finding a crowd gathering on 
either side of him he charged, with 
a revolver In each hand, and the pco- 
plo gave way before him. They closed 
In, however, and followed him to his 
boarding place, where the police were 
called. With much trouble they took 
Krlsto from the house through 
ungry mob and to the jail.

Was caught by the falling debris. 


Fireman Charted Ilurk of truck com- 


pany 10 
and 
Policeman Gallagher 


were slightly Injured while working 
about the building. 


Through the heroic efforts of El- 


mer Hoff. 15 years old, the elevator 
boy of the building, who continued 
to run his car through the 
flames 


which shot up the shaft, many families 
were carried to {lie Direct, jp «nl«;ty, 


The Chicago Home for Invalid Chil- 


dren, a block awny. caught fire from 
the burning shafts which filled tho 
air and was saved from destruction 
with great difficulty. 
The house con- 


tained fourteen Invalid chuldren and 
seven women attendants, but nil were 
quickly carried to a place of safety. 


The flames, fed by. the'dry timbers 


of the building and fanned by a forty 
mile west .wind, were out of contro 
of-the department almost before the 
first company arrived. Though a 4-1} 
alarm was promptly sent In. the lire 
men never hoped for a moment to 
save the building. 


Elmer Hoff, the elevator boy. was 


the! ftrflt to discover the fire. 
Ho 


quickly raised the alarm and made 
seventeen trips to rescue occupants 'of 
the building. 
After three trips, each 


more dangerous, than the preceding 
one. he was able to carry tiie last 
tenant from the top floor, and then 
turned his attention to those on tho 
sixth floor, who had stampeded .to 
the door of the elevator crying pltu- 
ously for succor. 


By the time tne occupants of tho 


sixth floor were down those on tho 
floor below had escaped by the stair- 
way, with the exception uf .Mia. U. 
O. Blose, who was 111 In bed on the 
fifth floor.

Aided by Policemen Gallagher and 


Brecn. the plucky boy carried 
the 


woman to the car. At the third floor 
one of the doors projected so that It 
Interfered 
with the passage of 
the 


elevator, and Hoff boldly backed his 
machine for a good start and tore tho 
obstruction from Its. hangings. 


All the household' furniture 
and 


valuables of the twenty-seven fami- 
lies who occupied the .building were 
destroyed. ' 


A half-hour after the fire wns dis- 


covered the building wns a seething 
furnace, and a portion of the south 
wall already had fallen.

Is In- 
troduced or used for the purpose or 
with the effect of deodorizing or re- 
moving therefrom rancidity, or any 
butter with which there Is mixed any 
substance foreign to butter with the 
Intent or effect of cheapening In cost 
of product .In any 
way. 
What 
Is 


known as process or renovated butter 
IB declared to be "a grade of butter 
produced by mixing, reworking, 
re- 


churning In milk or cream, refining, 
or in any way producing a uniform, 
purified or improved product 
from 


different lots or parcels of melted or 
unmelted butter and In which no acid, 
alkali or chemical nor any substance 
whatever has been used for the pur- 
pose or Intent of deodorizing or re- 
moving rancidity therefrom and 
to

foreign to pure butter has been added 
with the Intent or effect of cheapen- 
ing the cost or Increasing the weight 
of same."

Manufacturers of process or renovat- 
ed butter or of (adulterated butter aro 
required to pay a special tax of $COO 


' per year. Thin Is a terrific Imposition 


on many small butter factories which 
remake butter In one way and another, 
and -It is said It will have the effect; 
of driving them all out of business 
and causing the people, as a natural 
result, 'to turn to butterlne and oleo- 
margarine and similar pio;lticu. which 
can be sold still at an extremely small 
price If not artificially colored. Kve.il 
the wholesale dealers In adulterated 
butter are subjected to pay a tax of 
$480 a year, or $-10 a month, and this 
will probably take In every one of the
